Children, seniors to help 


Giant city cleanup 
is slated for May 12 


The most ambitious city-wide 
clean-up campaign to hit Romulus in 
years will be launched by the 
Romulus Beautification Committee 
starting Saturday, May 12, 1979. 

On that day, a multi-faceted drive, 
designed to affect every resident in 
the city will be set in motion at city 
hall. 

In the vanguard will be 100 
volunteer school children who will 
converge on the municipal center 
and then fan out in all directions to 
collect and bag unsightly litter 
hidden during the winter months. At 
noon, if all goes according to 


schedule, they will arrive at Ken- 
nedy Park for a picnic lunch, 
provided by McDonald’s of 
Romulus. 

On another front, senior citizen 
volunteers will be planting 40 flats of 
marigolds, donated by Block’s 
Nursery, in downtown planters and 
at other public sites around the city. 

Also, beginning that Saturday, the 
large dumpster, located at the DPW 
headquarters, 34100 Goddard Rd., 
will be manned on weekends from 9 
a m. until noon for the convenience 
of Romulus residents. Any citizen

New site eyed for high-rise 


The city of Romulus’ proposed 
new senior citizens high-rise 
building may not be built on the site 
of the Old Romulus Elementary 
School after all. 

Leo Sklar of North Cranbrook 
Associates, who will build the new 
structure, last week said the high- 
rise may not be erected on the school 
site at 11165 Olive St. Instead, North 
Cranbrook may build the high-rise 
on nearly a square block of land it 
owns east of the school site. 

Or, Sklar explained, a third 
possibility exists — constructing the 
high-rise partially on the school 
property and partially on part of the 
land to the east. 

With the entire project still in the 
planning stages and a “book of 
steps” to fulfil] for state and federal 
agencies, Sklar said it was 
‘‘premature” to elaborate at any 


great length on details of the high- 
rise building. 

Recently, the Michigan State 
Housing Development Authority 
(MSHDA) gave North Cranbrook a 
letter of acceptance to build a senior 
citizens high-rise of 125 units. 
Earlier reports had put the number 
of units as high as 175-200 

Sklar would not comment at this 
time on how much MSHDA would be 
allocating in funds to North Cran- 
brook for erection of the high-rise. 

Sklar, who is also the city’s 
designated senior city housing 
agent, hadhigh praisefor the “super 
cooperation” extended North 
Cranbrook by the mayor, city 
council and other dty personnel. 

He said that should the high-rise 
be builton the landeast of the school 
site, the commerical property on the 
west side bordering Goddard Road 
would be left untouched. 


Approximately a year ago, North 
Cranbrook purchased the school and 
grounds from the school district for 
the minimum bid of $200,000. At that 
time, the firm stated it planned to 
tear the school building inwn and 
use a portion of the 2.42 acres of 
which the building stands for the 
high-rise. 

Much controversy has surrounded 
the proposed building of the high- 
rise, both from individuals and a 
concerned group of residents who 
mounted a hard campaign 
questioning its location, size, and 
other details. 

The last few months has been 
quiet and little opposition has been 
voiced by city residents pro or con 
on the high-rise project. 

Most of the controversy died down 
after the dty council gave its 
blessing last year to North Cran- 
brook for erection of the high-rise. 


Deceased blamed 


Man killed 
when truck 
hits tanker 


A Wyandotte man was killed 
instantly last week (Tuesday) 
when the pickup truck he was 
driving smashed into a truck and 
j tanker trailer both stopped at a 
railjroad cross ipg on Inkster Road 
in Romulus. 

Dead is Charles E. Sutherlin, 
32, who police said was alone at 
the time of the accident at noon. 
Det. Richard Fenton of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department said their in- 
vestigation showed that Sutherlin 
either was going too fast or did 
not see either truck in time to 
stop. 

Fenton said a tanker truck was 
stopped about 20 feet from the 
railroad crossing and that a 
moving truck was stopped behind 
it at the time of the crash. 


Sutherlin’s pickup truck, 
which was southbound on Inkster 
Road, sideswiped the first truck 
along the right side and then 
struck the rear of the tanker 
trailer, the detective said. 

A medical examiner sum- 
moned to the accident scene 
between Wick and Ecorse roads 
pronounced Sutherlin dead, the 
officer said. Investigation 
carried out by Det. Frank Harvey 
concluded that Sutherlin was 
responsible for the accident. 

A medical report is pending 
which will determine if the 
deceased was intoxicated at the 
time of the accident, Fenton 
explained. However, he added, 
the police investigation thus far 
does not indicate Sutherlin was 
intoxicated when the accident 
occurred.

Committee will also be on hand to 
sell special ‘‘City of Romulus” 
garbage bags. 

In preparation for the campaign, 
every resident will receive a 
brochure describing the cleanup 
operation and a free package of 
marigold seeds, the official flower of 
Romulus. 

Throughout the week, the 
Salvation Army will be placing drop 
boxes at all fire stations for the 
reusable remains of spring house 
cleaning. 

DPW crews will be busy for 
several weeks prior to May 12 
sweeping every subdivision street in 
the city. 

On Tuesday, May 15, a spring 
planting lecture, presented by an 
expert from the Michigan 
Cooperative Extension Office, will 
be presented in the city council 
chamber, starting at 7:30 p.m. All 
citizens, with or without green 
thumbs, are encouraged to attend. 

Also duriqg the week, ash, maple, 
birch and locust trees, donated by 
Hoffman’s and Bentley’s Nurseries, 
will be planted at all Romulus 
schools and public sites. 

Free house paint, available to low- 
income and elderly residents will be 
distributed through the Neigh- 
borhood Center. For further details, 
call Sue Kemp at 941-1390.

Michigan Week, May 19-25, 1979 is 
coming!

Canton Trustee warns of 'economic blow-out'

Don’t confuse him with a stand- 
on-the-street corner doomsayer 


insisting persons cancel all 
tomorrows. 

Robert Greenstein, Canton 
Township Trustee, is simply 
forewarning his constituents to

law office Canton Township Trustee 
Robert Greenstein warned it is now 
time for government and the 
citizenry alike to prepare them- 
selves for the worst — economic 
destruction either through “hyper- 
inflation" followed by ultimate 
destruction of the dollar or a “blow- 
out/* staggering depression. 
“Either one w ill lead us to a collapse 


of the economy,*’ said Greenstein. 
noting that it is not his prediction, 
hut the contentions of the nation's 
leading economists. He said 
government and residents should 
start to prepare themselves for 
survival in the event of such 
economic disaster. Greenstein is

prepare for the worst. 

Quite possibly, he says, an 
economic blow-out looms in the 
future of the United States. 

And if being prepared means 
having to shelve "fun” projects, as 
a government, to be replaced by 
saving and investing profits ear- 
ned, Greenstein says he’s all for it. 

If it means beginning to think on 
the bleak side rather than the 
glowing, to reject federal grants 
that promise certain astronomical 
local costs in the end, and for in- 
stance, to save now to pay later on 
bond payments for Canton’s 
Fellows Creek Golf Course + then 
do it. 

"After all, how many people are 
going to be golfing when and if 
we're faced with a serious 
depression," Greenstein reasoned. 
"It’s not such an insane thought as 
people may like to think it is." 

Greenstein quickly rattles off a 
series of recent events having 
acted as "warning signals” that the 
economy is not all right. For 
example, he noted, large 
metropolitan cities are near 
collapse, Wayne County’s is in its 
third year of deficit spending, the 
country is operating at a high 
deficit and near run-away inflation 
is viewed as a way of life. 

But because the averagbe public 
is only "pinched” not yet acutely 
hurting from high costs, he said he 
feels alone in his struggle to 
prepare for an economic fall-out. 

"I feel alone,” said Greenstein 
after a recent township board 
meeting where he was the lone 
dissenter on the issue "to spend or 
to save” profits earned on its golf 
course. 

His position was to save the 
$74,084 excess dollars (after 
making the annual bond payment 
for the golf course) to set aside for 
future bond payments expected t 
triple to $75,000 by 1994. 

Instead board members funneled 
into park and recreation im- 
provements, the remaining excess 
money was scheduled to be placed 
in a savings account. 

"My personal belief is that if 
government doesn’t understand 
what’s happening to this country, 
than how can the people," said 
Greenstein. 

Now is the time to step-up efforts 
to solidify Canton's Police 
department, to strengthen it’s 
"near nothing" civil defense 
program for natural and economic 
disasters, and to be concerned with 
self-preservation. 

"Once the sirens go off, that’s it 
folks. We doj’t have any 
preparations for riots, looting and 
economic chaos if this country 
were to face an economic 
disaster," said Greenstein. 

Historically, he noted, any 


disaster (natural or otherwise) has 
been followed by the have-nots and 
others not prepared who’ve rioted 
and looted in an attempt to take 
control of a society they feel has 
wronged them. 

There are no moral prohibitions 
against revolts, he noted. 

"What do you think would happen 
if all the welfare checks were 
stopped on any given day? How 
long do you think welfare recipients 
could survive? Strange things 
happen to normally rational, 
obedient persons when faced with a 
crisis," he said. 

Since major metropolitan cities, 
like Detroit, haven’t the food 
supply to last more than a week, he 
reasoned that persns first reaction 
is to flee the city for suburbs like 
Canton. 

Being prepared for such a 
possible economic disaster, is not a 
major task to be confined to 
government officials, he said. 
"Although it is, and should be our 
primary duty and concern for 
now." 

In addition, however, he advises 
citizens to design a food storage 
program for each family to last 
about 6 months minimum, to invest 
in short-term certificates, com- 
municate with neighbors to 
promote a better understanding of 
cooperation if such an event oc- 
curs. And, in the event that the 
dollar becomes unacceptable he 
said persons would be prudent in 
collecting junk silver, minted 1965 
or prior to that year with a high 
silver content. 

Burying his nose in economic 
journals and texts, he said today’s 
generations of people for the most 
part will not be able to exist 
without creature comforts ren- 
dering an economic disaster 
compounded at 1,000-fold compared 
to the 1929 depression. 

Purchasing real estate, as a 
government, is not a wise in- 
vestment, yet. He said the township 
could acquire all the land it desires 
at "ridiculously low prices" if the 
economy were to collapse. 

Taking an every-community-for- 
itself preservation attitude, he said 
with pension funds devalued by 
about 50 percent, expected to 


collapse within five years, it is "too 
late to turn back." 

"It is now time to prepare. And 
it’s not an insane thought to start 
thinking of instead of building park 
toys and things to start drilling 
wells in case of an interupted water 
supply. Read your history books, 
you’ll be able to forecast more 
accurately," he said. 

To be prepared. 

That’s good government, he 
reasoned, sound sensible operating 
like a successful business kind of 
government. 

Two years ago there was a 


"crazy lady” who told the gover- 
nment not to accept a $2.7 million 
federal grant for the construction 
of the new administration building, 
he recalled. Her premise was the 
operational and maintainence costs 
would be astronomical, more than 
i Canton could support. 

In January and February of this 
year daily maintenance and 
operations costs for the new ad- 
ministration building were more 
than $14,000, according to township 
records. 

"That lady wasn’t crazy . . . she 
was right,” said Greenstein.

New ordinance m ay not be legal 

Sumpter wants new topless bar dosed

Trucker's Lounge in Sumpter 
Township, which features topless 
dancers, so far has came out on top 
in quiet but relentless efforts by the 
township board to close the new 
establishment. 

Owned and operated by .Jerry 
Hubbard of Northville, the topless 
lounge opened its doors to the public 
March 30 Sumpter Township Hall 
was filled with talk of the 


displeasure of the township board 
and the wrath of some citizens. 

At its April 17 meeting, the 

tow r nshipboard unanimously passed 

a new live entertainment 
regulations ordinance, actually an 
amendment to the township’s zoning 
ordinance 

Among its many provisions, the 
new ordinance forbicfe the licensing 
of an establishment that “...is 
distinguished or characterized by its 
emphasis on matters depicting, 
describing or relating to specific

Specifically mentioned is the 
displaying of the female breast and 
human genitals. 

Considered illegal by legal sources 
contacted by the Enterprise, the new 
ordinance w r ill be forwarded by the 
boardtothe WayneCounty Planning 
Commission for its approval 

The Enterprise learned that, 
although the township board denies 
it is trying to harass Hubbard, it 
secretly instructed its inspectors 
and the police and fire departments 


to leave no stone unturned in efforts 
to find something amiss in the 
building that could justify closing it 
down 

Hubbard, oddly enough, had high 
praise for the professional * 
treatment accorded him by the 
township’s building, electrical, 
plumbing and heating inspectors 
and thepoliceand fire departments 

“All of the inspectors were nice 
and helpful and did their work in a 
really responsible fashion I can’t 
kick about the way they treated 
me," he commented 


Since the inspections which were 
carried out last week. Hubbard has 
heard nothing from the township 

He said business has been very 
good and that beginning Tuesday 
(yesterday) he will be open at, 11:30 
a m. daily with dancers performing 
at noon 

Asked if he had to hire girls from 
Detroit area, he said, “I’ve hired all 
of my girls from the local area — 
Sumpter, Willis. Willow, Ypsilanti 
and Belleville." 

Hubbard said he has four to five 
girls who dance topless. 


Admitting that he has not actually 
been harrassed, he said he was 
aware that each of the township 
inspectors and personnel from the 
police and fire department had a 
letter from Clerk Clarence Hoffman 
requiring them to inspect his 
establishment 

The topless bar is open seven days 
a weekfrom 11:30a.m. to2 a m Itis 
located on Sumpter Hoad, a half 
mile south of the township hall, and 
also features live bands and patron 
dancing.

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Edgar Harris 
is awarded 
EDC post 

Chairman of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners, Richard 
E. Manning (D-Redford), named 
Commissioner Edgar L. Harris (D- 
Taylor) to a seat on the recently 
created Wayne County Economic 
Corporation (EDC) Board of 
Directors this week. Harris also 
represents the City of Romulus. 

Harris was the sponsor of the 
resolution that created the EDC and 
helped guide it successfully through 
committee deliberations to its 
present stage. The EDC was 
established to aid all 43 cities and 
townships in the county to encourage 
business and industrial growth. 
Harris said the EDC is "a necessary 
tool in helping communities to 
compete with neighboring states 
for new business and also to 
maintain w hat they already have." 

The EDC recently announced its 
first economic development project, 
a 10 -million-dollar industrial 
complex proposed by the 
Reclasource Corporation of 
Chicago. The facility will produce 
$298,000 in additional tax revenues 
for the county and provide 300 
construction and 40 permanent jobs, 
said Harris. The company will be 
located on Zug Island, north of the 
Great Lakes Steel Corporation plant 
in River Rouge, and will recycle 
soot-like dust from the furnaces into 
briquets that will, in turn, be fed 
back into the furnaces. 

"In addition to the local economic 
benefits, the facility will save Great 
Lakes Steel some four million 
dollars a year making the firm more 
competitive against imported 
steel," declared Harris. 

Harris, a member of the Public 
Works Committee, said that several 
other projects are in the formative 
stages, including a $10 million 
development.

This year, a change in the 
contest requires that contestants 
bring a prepared dish made with 
strawberries 

The queen contest will be held on 
the grounds of St Anthony s 
Catholic Church 

Paas and Ray Memering. this 
year’s festival chairman, both ex- 
plained that more emphasis will be 
put on making the event an all 
community one w hose activities will 
be spread out at several locations 

Last year, the bulk of activities 
centered around the grounds of St 
Anthony’s, with a few events taking 
place at the Belleville Presbyterian 
Church 

With 18 different organizations 
thus far on record as committedd to 
participating in the 1979 Strawberry' 


Festival, various activities will be 
going on simultaneously at St. 
Anthony’s Belleville Presbyterian 
Church, Trinity Church, Belleville 
Lake and the streets of downtown 
Belleville, Paas noted. 

Each organization taking part in 
the festival is a non-profit body 
which are assessed by the festival 
committee at either one percent of 
their gro§s intake or five percent of 
their net profit, whichever is the 
least amount, Paas said Money 
collected from each organization 
then goes into a central fund to be 
used for promotion, he added. 

“The up-front costs are borne by 
the strawberry growers When the 
festival is over, the finances are 
settled Anything left over is put 
back into the Belleville Strawberry 
Association fund for the festival 
coming up the following year.’ Paas 
said 

The area strawberry growers also 
help out by selling as many 
strawberries as the various 
organizations want at 60 percent of 
the normal selling price, Paas 
pointed out The strawberries are 
used by the different organizations 
to make pies, torts, sundaes, etc 
and sold to festival goers at their 
booths. 

Featured at this year’s festival 
will be the annual water ski show- on 
Belleville Lake This year the event 
will be held from 4 to 5:30 p m 
Saturday. June 16 

Dancing to live music will be held 
Friday night at St Anthony’s 
Saturday night at St Anthony’s and 
Trinity churches, and Sunday night 
at Trinity Afternoon and night 
dancing also will be held Sunday at 
St Anthony’s 

Square dancing enthusiasts will 
get to participate in their event 


during jackpot square dancing 
Friday night at Belleville 
Presbyterian Church and Saturday 
night in the street at Roy and Main 
streets. 

Schedule for this year’s festival is 
still incomplete. A working copy of

Hospice program developed 


A hospice in southeast Michigan is 
becoming a reality as numerous 
questions are resolved, problems 
overcome, approvals secured and 
other progress steadily marked, 
according to a joint announcement 
by officials of a relatively new 
organiza ti on , Sou •!» .. n 

Michigan Hospice Inc. and the 
Greater Detroit Area Hospital 
Council. 

A hospice is a comprehensive 
program in which a terminally ill 
patient may be provided with an 
atmosphere in which the individual 
can live the remaining portion of life 
in as normal and comfortable a 
fashion as possible. 

The patient’s pain, if any, is 
controlled . Assistance is provided to 
the patient and the family to enable 
them to cope with the impending 
death. And. the terminally ill patient 
retains as many personal freedoms 
and ability to make independent 
decisions as possible 

The Southeastern Michigan 
Hospice Inc is an autonomous, 
nonprofit corporation organized by 
major health institutions, such as 
Children’s Hospital of Michigan, 
Harper-Grace Hospitals. Mt. Car- 
mel Mercy Hospital, Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority, 
Providence Hospital, Sinai Hospital 
of Detroit and St. John Hospital 

The new hospice will provide 
palliative and support care to meet 
the special needs of patients and 
their families arising out of the 
physical, emotional, spiritual, social 
and economic stresses experienced 
during the final stages of terminal 
illness 


It will be medically supervised 
program. There a re five elements to 
the program — an inpatient unit 
witli day care services, coordinate 
outpatient service® .e a 

~ • '•*. .oren and 

. -co. It will 

err.^ioj an interdisciplinary team 
acting under the direction of an 
autonomous hospice administration 

Symond R V. Gottlieb, executive 
director of the hospital council, said 
the proposed Hospice s inclusion of 
inpatient, outpatient and home care, 
aswellas separation of the inpatient 
unit from either a hospital facility or 
a nursing home provides a m odel for 
this type of program. 

The program is expected to be 
operational in the fall of this year 
However, a number of issues and 
questions remain to be resolved, 
such as current medical and social 
practice requirements of hospice 
program, state regulatory 
requirements for facility and per- t 
sonnel standards need to he 
developed by the Michigan 
Department of Public Health; and, 
financing agreements need to be 
established by Blue Cross, Medicare 
and Medicaid 

Specifically, the proposal includes 
an inpatient unit of 42 beds, which 
would be utilized after it has been 
ascertained that the patient can no 
longer be cared for at home It would 
include a program of partial day or 
night care for patients who need less 
than 24 hours of care. Patients would 
receive food, medication, lodging, 
nursing care and other services The 
program also will attempt to 
coordinate existing outpatient 


services currently available at the 
hospitals part id po ting in the joint 

venture 

J] w home care component of the 
program is expected to carry the 
greatest portion of the patient load 

about seven out of every eight 
patients This service will be 
provided in conjunction with 
organizations, such as the Visiting 
Nurse Association, the Michigan 
Cancer Foundation and through 
organized home care programs at 
participating hospitals. 

The interdisd pi inary team will 
provide care for the dying patient 
and will include psychiatric, social 
and spiritual, as well as medical, 
nursing and other support per- 
sonnel. 

Bereavement services permit the 
families of patients who have ex- 
pired to maintain a support 
relationship with the Hospice staff. 
Thestaff will assist family members 
in coping with the grief associated 
with death and will provide coun- 
seling services for a period of 1 to 14 
years. 

Die program a Iso i s structured so 
that the Hospice services will be 
available to terminally ill children 
and I heir fa mi lies. Each year cancer 
and congenital abnormalities claim 
the lives of many southeastern 
Michigan children. These services 
will he available through a con- 
tract ural agreement with Children’s 
Hospital of Michigan 

The initial activities of the Hospice 
have been funded by grants from the 
United Community Services, United 
Jewish Charities, the Quadrangle 
corpora tionand member hospitals.

Bill would make oil companies 'share wealth ' 


Michigan oil companies would be 
forced to “share the wealth” under 
legislative plans announced in 
Lansing last week 

State Rep Perry Bullard (D-Ann 
Arbor > said he will introduce a set of 
proposals which “will require 
companies producing gas and oil in 
Michigan to give an equitable share 
of their profits to public purposes, 
including conservation projects and 
the development of alternative 
energy sources.” 

The Bullard plan would haw three 
components— raising the severance 
tax which oil and gas companies pay 
on the “well-head” value of their 
products, raising the amount of 
royalties which the state recovers on 
land leased to oil firms in the future 


andestablishinga “windfall profits” 
tax. 

President Carter has made a 
national windfall profits tax a 
comerstoneof his plan to deregulate 
oil and gas prices. Such a tax would 
be based on the difference between 
thevalueof gas andoil today and the 
new gas and oil prices established 
under market deregulation. 
However, many Washington ob- 
servers. likeBullard. say the federal 
tax has little chance of passage. 

“We already are seeing major 
political weaknesses in the Ad- 
ministration’s windfall profits tax 
proposal,” Bullard said “The 
Washington oil lobby is just too 
strong, and key committee positions 
are filled with oil representatives. 


What's for lunch?

Tuesday students will be dining on 
pizza, com, tossed salads with 
Italian dressing, juice, pineapple, 
cake and milk, while next Wed- 
nesday thecafeterias will be serving 
roast turkey with dressing, cran- 
berry sauce, brown and white rice 
with gravy, mashed potatoes and 


gravy, yam patties, squash, white or 
wheat bread and butter, Jell-O and 
milk. 

Sloppy joes on buns, tator rounds, 
mixed fruit, bananas, brownies or 
cookies and milk will be served next 
Thursday, while topping off the 
week will be a menu of fish and chips 
with tartar sauce, french fries, 
tossed salads with Italian dressing.

Rounding out the week will be a 
menu of pizza, Caiey Island foot- 
longs, juice, soup and crackers, 
tator tots, cole slaw, milk or a cold 
drink. 


This means that we should have a 
windfall profits tax in Michigan.” 

Oil companies nationwide will 
reap an extra $6.5 billion in profits 
under oil deregulation. About 1.1 
percent of total U.S. output comes 
from Michigan The Ann Arbor 
lawmaker said he w ould propose a 
windfall tax rate of 50 to 80 percent, 
but the exact amount of the tax 
would be adjusted to take into 
consideration any federal action, or 
action on his other two proposals. 

Bullard also indicated that a 
“plow-back” provision could be built 
into oil taxes to reimburse com- 
panies that undertake unusually 
large burdens of energy -related 
investment. 

“This w ould be one way to insure 
that oil company revenues go into 
energy investment. Such a plow- 
back plan should be weighted in 
favor of investments in energy 
conservation and the development of 
renewable energy sources,” he said. 

Another oil proposal was Bullard’s 
bill to increase the severance tax on 
gas and oil produced in Michigan. 


The severance tax is levied against 
oil and gas producers on the value of 
their product at the actual site of 
product ion T he c urrent t ax rate is 2 
percent. 

* 

“The current severance rate of 2 
percent is extremely low today,” 
Bullard said. “A more realistic 
figure would be 6 or 8 percent. This 
would be more in line with rates 
charged in other states and would 
produce at least $25 million in 
revenue at today’s prices. These 
dollars could be earmarked for 
energy-related programs.” 

The Democratic lawmaker said 
raising the severance tax would 
have little impact on prices in 
Michigan because so little of the oil 
produced in the state is sold here, 


and one feature of his proposal will 
prohibit oil and gas companies from 
passing the cost of the taxes on to 
consumers. 

i 

The third proposal in Bullard’s oil 
plan would be an increase in the 
royalty rate which the state charges 
to private companies which produce 
gas and oil on public land. The 
current royalty rate is 12.5 percent 
on the value of the gas or oil at the 
well-head. Bullard, who said the 
present has “no logical basis at all,” 
noted that Michigan’s current 
royalty rate was established in 
accordance with legislation passed 
in 1909 His proposal would place the 
royalty rate at 25 percent. 

Bullard said that his oil plan in- 
volves three separate pieces of 


legislation that he would push as an 
integrated package. 

“Obviously,” he said, “the three 
proposals are inta-dependent. If we 
establish a fairly high windfall 
profits tax, then the increases in 
severance taxes a nd royalties might 
be kept fairly small. We’ll also have 
to make adjustments for any federal 
action.” 

The Carter Administration plan to 
deregulate gas and oil is intended to 
raise the price of petroleum 
products to spur more domestic 
production. It is hoped that higher 
prices also will lead to energy 
conservation by consumers. Bullard 
said his proposals would not in- 
terfere with the goals of higher 
production and conservation.

Rescue from the Rouge 


A “Mark Twaiivish” adventure on the Rouge River 
April 14 by two Wayne youths had a happy ending despite 
some frantic and scary moments. The two youths, seen in 
the row boat, were pulled to safety by Inkster police and 
fire fighters. Rescued were Mito Idunate, 20. and Jerry 
Ball, 17, who told police that they took their kayak out on 


the flooded waters of the Rouge in Wayne and were 
heading downstream when the boat suddenly capsized, 
hurling them into the murky waters. The two youths 
managed to grab on to some tree limbs and climb above 
the waters and sat in trees until help arrived. (Photo by 
Darryl Tubbs of the Inkster Police Department.) 


Committee to investigate 
whys of generic drugs 


A special House committee will be 
created to investigate the reasons 
why consumers are not taking ad- 
vantage of Michigan’s generic drug 
substitution law and cheating 
themselves out of a potential $18 to 
20 million a year. 

The special committee will study 
the results of a survey conducted at 
Wayne State University that showed 
that -ony 2.8 percent of ap- 
proximately 15 million new 
prescriptions were fifled with the 
lowest cost generic equivalent 
drugs, according to State Rep. 
Edward Mahalak <D-38th District). 

In passing that legislation in 1974, 
the legislature had high hopes that 
the law would provide savings to 
consumers, but the savings we 
projected have not materialized, the 
Romulus Democrat said. 

The study was conducted over 
several years, and the results 
showed that 52 percent of all 
prescriptions written could be filled 
generically — in other words, there 
are two or more products available 
for the same prescription. 

In one year that works out to 


roughly 15 million prescriptions out 
of 30 million new prescriptions 
written, he said. 

Of that 15 million prescriptions, 20 
percent were written generically by 
the doctors, but pharmacists tend to 
use medium priced drugs rather 
than the cheapest generic equivalent 
available on those prescriptions. 

Of the remaining prescriptions, 
only 2.8 percent were filled with the 
lowest cost drugs. That means that 
consumers only saved $300,000 on 
prescriptions instead of a potential 
$18 to 20 million. 

‘'Prescriptions using lower cost 
generic drugs save consumers an 
average of 21-23 percent a 
prescription,” Mahalak added. 

The study indicates a number of 
reasons for the low number Qf 
generic prescriptions. Theodore 
Goldberg, who conducted the sur 
vey, speculates that inertia and lack 
of financial incentive are the major 
causes. 

“The problem is not blamed on 
doctors,” the lawmaker said “The 
law allows physicians to specify that 


a prescription must be filled as 
ordered, but only about 4 percent of 
all prescriptions are written that 

way. 

Recommended solutions could 
include giving pharmacists a per- 
centage of the savings, making it 
mandatory that generic substitutes 
be used or improving consumer 
education on generic druj£.”

Ex-Junior Red Wings’ star Mito 
Idunate’s feats on ice are well 
publicized. 

The 20-year-old Idunate of Wayne, 
and 17-year-old Jerry Bell, a senior 
at Westland John Glenn, also earned 
some publicitv for their adventure 
April 14 on the Rouge River. 

Idunate and Bell set out early 
that morning in a kayak to explore 
the flooded Rouge River and 
meandered on the usually calm 
waters from Wayne east toward 
Inkster. 

The torrential rains and sleet had 
created scores of hazardous ob- 
stacles for Idunate and Bell and for 
any others who were bold enough to 
challenge the deceptive currents. 

When the two adventurers 
reached a spot behind the Twin 
Towers senior citizen apartments, 
just west of Inkster Road in Inkster, 
the boat suddenly struck a tree and 
the two occupants were spilled into 
the swollen stream. They managed 
to grab on to tree limbs and pull 
themselves to safety. 

“Both Mito and Bell are good 
swimmers,” related Mrs. Idunate 
Tuesday.”My son told me he tried to 
swim, but the currents took him 
under, so he decided to grab a limb. 
And Jerry also managed to get onto 
a tree and the two waited for help. ” 

Patrolman Darryl Tubbs of the 
Inkster Police Department picks up 
the story from there. 

“I was off duty and having coffee 
at the fire station when the 
dispatcher announced that there 
were a couple of kids in the Rouge,” 
he said. 

Patrolman Tubbs joined the 
rescue unit made up of fire fighters 
Edgar Frazier, Charles D. Elkins, 
Lewis Davis and Lt. Lyle K. Evon. 

“We rushed to the scene,” 
Patrolman Tubbs continued, “and 
when we got there, we realized the 
kids were too far out in the water, 
and that there wasn’t anything we 
could do at that moment.” 

“So Lt. Evon returned to his house 
and brought back a 12-foot row boat 
on top of the fire engine, then we tied 
a rope on to the boat and Elkins and 
Evon started to row out to the vic- 
tims,” Tubbs said. But, the first 
attempt to rescue Idunate and Bell 
had a surprise ending. When Lt. 
Evon tried to negotiate a turn, he 
grabbed an overhead tree branch 
and the row boat also capsized. 


sending both the lieutenant and 
Elkins into the water 
“Evon kept hanging on to the tree, 
and Elkins went swimming and 
managed to get back to shore 
The firefighters pulled the boat 
back to shore and tried again. This 
time the rescue attempt was suc- 
cessful 

“The waters had swollen to 15 
feet,” Tubbs said. “And few people 
realize how torturous it can be. 
When you realize what happened to 
that Westland kid, these two should 
consider themselves mighty lucky 
that everything turned out the way it 
did.” 

Patrolman Tubbs was referring to 
a second incident that ended in the 
apparent drowning of a 13-year -old 


Westland youth, Jeffrey Hatmaker, 
whose body has been the object of an 
intensive search Hatmaker and 
Keith Nutt. 12, fell from a raft while 
playing in the Rouge. Nutt swam to 
safety 

How did Idunate manage to hit the 
tree 0 

His mother had this explanation: 
“Mito told us that he heard 
somebody shout from the shore that 
they were approaching a waterfall, 
and he turned to look at the person 

“At the same time Jerry also 
turned and the kayak slammed into 
a tree. We got to thank God that 
everything is all right. Though the 
boys were shook up and wet, they 
weren’t injured.

hand. 

If the thesis of “Scared Straight" 
is correct , the w orse w e ma ke prison 
conditions, the greater our chances 
of scaring youth from a life of crime 
Even if that is true, is that the 
direction in which we want to go? 

Meanwhile, I am left with the 
feeling that, no matter how suc- 
cessful exposure to prison 
degredation might be in keeping 
wayward youth from pursuring a 
life of crime, we could have done 
without it on national television. 

Let such vivid portrayals be 
shown to delinquents in controlled 
settings

Having served as Suchy’s chief 
assistant for all the almost 8 years 
since the department was 
established, Cross was promoted 
during a meeting bf the Board of 
Commissioners April 12. *He was 
named chief counsel by a vote of 15- 
8, winning over Robert Stevens, an 
assistant prosecutor and principal 
attorney in the Organized Crime 
Division of the County Prosecutor’s 
Office. 

Stevens was Cross’s only op- 
position after Commissioner Samuel 
A. Turner, chairman of the Board s 
Ways and Means Committee, 
withdrew from contention in favor of 
Cross. 

“I am very pleased and proud that 
George is my successor,” said 
Suchy. “After working with him the 
many years I have, I know that he is 
an excellent lawyer. 

“Not only is he extremely 
knowledgable in municipal law, but 
he is familiar in detail with the many 


comploc issues Wayne County is 
facing today.” 

As Corporation Counsel, Cross is 
the county's top legal advisor and 
heads a staff of 25 who handle legal 
affairs ranging from lawsuits to 
opinions on governmental policies 
and procedures of the board. 

Ip the past Cross has appeared in 
court to represent practically every 
department of the county and has 
plead cases in all courts, including 
the U S. Supreme Court His history 
includes successful defense of 
millions of dollars worth of 
negligence, medical malpractice, 
taxation and workman’s com- 
pensation cases. 

Educated in the Detroit public 
school system and the University of 
Detroit, Cross has practiced law' 
since 1951 and altogether has 17 
years experience with Wayne 
County in the Prosecutor and Cor- 
poration Counsel offices. 

Also at their meeting the com- 
missioners eliminated 30 more jobs 
effective April 29 in their effort to 
reduce the $14 million deficit 
projected for this year 

In reductions, 15 positions were 


taken from Wayne County General 
Hospital, nine from the Sheriff's 
department, five from the Board of 
Auditors and one from the County 
Youth Home 

Board Chairman Richard E 
Manning said this second round of 
job eliminations is calculated to 
save $215,000 by the end of the fiscal 
year, Nov 30 He pointed out that 
earlier job reductions, effective 
April 1. removed 149 positions from 
the payroll, saving $1.7 million. 

“These are savings strictly from 
salary costs,” Manning emphasized. 
“We have yet to determine ad- 
ditional savings from not having to 
pay for fringe benefits for these jobs, 
bui the amount should he sub- 
stantial.” 

Manning said that both job 
reductions were required essentially 
to fund pay increases gained from 
recent labor contract negotiations. 
The April 1 eliminations funded the 
approximate $2.2 million contract 
for the Council 25 of the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees, and that 
those on April 29 are needed mostly 
to pay for the skilled trades con- 
tract.

Can you 
survive? 

(This is the eighth in a series of 12-articles, 
'entitled Can You Survive, containing survival 
tips from the U.S. Air Force Survival School at 
Fairchild Air Force Base, Wash.) 

You have been hiking across snow-covered 
terrain. The tempa-ature is in the low teens and 
is accompanied by a 15 MPH wind. It is the third 
day of a 3-day excursion when you notice two 
fingers on your right hand are numb and have 
taken on a grayish tint. The fingers feel 
“wooden” to the touch. It is apparent the two 
fingers are suffering from frostbite. 

WOULD YOU . . . 

A Try tothaw the frozen fingers by exercising. 

B. Rub the fingers vigorously to increase the 
circulation in the afflicted area. 

Rub snow on the frozen fingers while exer- 
cising and massaging them until normal color 
has returned. 

D. Rewarm the frozen area rapidly. Ideally, 
immersion in water between 105 and 110 degrees 
is best. 

TO SURVIVE 

(D) is the best answer. Rapid rewarming, 
preferably in water heated to between 105-110 
degrees, is best. If this is impractical, placing 
the injured area against the chest, under the 
armpits, or between the legs at the groin are 
good locations to gain best use of body heat. Once 
a frostbitten area is thawed, it must be protected 
against the possibility of refreezing. 

None of the other alternatives provide ac- 
ceptable treatment for frostbite. Answer (A), 
exercising the frozen fingers, will increase tissue 
damage resulting from movement of the ice 
crystals. Application of snow (C) and rubbing is 
only compounding the situation by increasing the 
cold injury. (A service of your local Air Force 
recruiter.)

I .TVE ENTERTAINMENT REGULATIONS ORDINANCE 
AN ORDINANCE TO LICENS E, REGULATK and ioRtrol .IN THE 
INTEREST OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH, SAFETY AND WELFARE, THE 
PRESENTATION OF ACTS WHICH ARE PERFORMED LIVE FROM THE 
ENJOYMENT OF AN AUDIENCE AND TO PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR 

VIOLATIONS OF ORDINANCES INCONSISTENT THEREWITH. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED: 

SECTION 1 : DEFINITIONS: 

a) “LIVE ENTERTAINMENT 4 ’ shall mean acts performed live, indoors 
by a person or persons for the enjoyment of an audience 

b) “PERSON” means any natural person, partnership, corporation, 
association, or organization except a governmental unit or agency or an 
entity qualifying for tax exempt status under Section 501 (c) (3) of the In- 
ternal Revejiue Code of 1954, being 26 U.S.C. *501 (c) (3) as incorporated bv 
reference in Section 201 of the Michigan Income Tax Act of 1967, Act 281 of 
the Public Acts of l%7, being Section 206.201 of the Compiled Laws of 1948 

c) “LICENSEE” means any person to whom a licenses issued pursuant 

to this ordinance. , , 

SECTION 2: A person shall not sponsor, operate, maintain, conduct or 
promote live entertainntgnt in the Township of Sumpter unless he shall have 
first made application Kir, and obtained, as hereinafter prescribed, a 
license for each place of business in which he proposes to present such live 
entertainment. 

SECTION 3: APPLICATION FOR LICENSE: 

Application for a license to conduct live entertainment shall be made in 
writing on such forms and in such manner as prescribed by the Clerk of the 
Township. Application shall be made at least sixty (60) days prior to the 
date the applicant proposes to commence presenting live entertainment and 
shall be accompanied by a non-refundable fee of Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars. The license if issued as hereinafter prescribed shall he good for a 
period of one ( 1 ) year from the date of issuance. 

SECTION 4 Upon receipt by the Clerk, copies of the application shall be 
f orwarded io the Fire Chief, Police Chief and Building Inspector of he 
Township of Sumpter, who shall review and investigate matters relevant to 
the application as hereinafter prescribed and within twenty (20) days of 
receipt thereof shall report their findings and recommendations to the 
Township Board of the Township of Sumpter 
SECTION 5 The Township Board of the Township of Sumpter shan 
determine within thirty ( 30 ) days of the filing of the application, whether or 
not said license shall be issued or denied after reviewing the recom- 
mendations of the Fire Chief. Police Chief and Building Inspector I he Fire 
Chief shall inspect the site and the facilities to be used thereon to be certain 
th^t said facilities meet all requirements of the township and state fire 
codes. The Police Chief shall determine whether or not there is any criminal 
record involving the applicant and examine the site to determine the tralnc 
patterns for safety purposes and for proper ingress and egress to said si e. 
The Building Inspector shall inspect the facilities at sa »d site and deter- 
mine that said premises meet all the building code requirements, zoning 
requirements, and off-street parking requirements of the Sumpter Town- 
ship Ordinances. The principal criteria to he used by the Township Board, in 
addition to the aforementioned recommendations, in consideration of eacn 
license request shall he that the applicant must comply with the provisions 
of this ordinance and not be in violation of any other ordinances of the 
Township of Sumpter or the statutes of the State of Michigan. 

SECTION 6: In the event the Township Board chooses to deny the 
issuance o( said license, it shall notify the application in writing. It the 
applicant desires a hearing, he shall notify the Township Board in writing 
within ten (10) days and the Township Board shall set a date for hearing 
within fifteen (15) days and shall give at least ten <10> days notice by 
mailing a hearing notice to the applicant by regular mail addressed to the 
application at the address shown on the application The notice shall specify 
the reasons for which the application is denied and the date and place of 
hearing before the Township Board At such hearing the applicant and his 
attorney may present and submit evidence in the applicant s defense^ The 
Township Board shall then determine w'hether.to sustain or overrule its 
• original decision. 

SECTION 7: REVOCATION; 

T he T owns hip Board of the Township of Sumpter may revoke a license 
whenever the licensee, his employee or agent, fails, neglects or re uses to 
fully comply with any and all provisions of this ordinance or any other or- 
dinance of the Township of Sumpter or any laws of the State of Michigan A 
licensee whose license is revoked shall be entitled to thesamenghts.isdn 
applicant for a new license whose application is denied by the Township 
Board as provided in Section 6 hereof.

A licensee, if he desires to renew' a license issued to him hereunder, shall 
at least sixty (60) days prior to the expiration of said license, make ap- 
plication to the Township Board of the Township of Sumpter for renewal of 
same Application shall he accompanied by a non-refundable fee of One 
Hundred ( $100 00) Dollars The Township Board shall determine whether or 
not to renew said license based on the licensee’s complaince with any and all 
provisions of this ordinance or any other ordinance of the Township of 
Sumpter or any laws of the State of Michigan A renewal license shall he 
good for a period of one ( 1 ) year for the date renewal is granted A licensee 


whose application for renewal of said license is denied shall be entitled to 
the same rights as an applicant for a new- license whose application is denied 
by the Township Board as provided in Section 6 hereof. 

SECTION 9: Licenses issued under this Ordinance shall not be tran- 
sferable without the approval of the Township Board. 

SECTION 10 : A license issued under this Ordinance shall entitle the 
licensee to operate only at the location designated in the license application. 

SECTION 11 : No person or licensee shall sponsor, operate, maintain, 
conduct or promote live entertainment which is distinguished or charac- 
terized by its emphasis on matters depicting, describing or relating to 
specific sexual activities or specified anatomical areas as defined below : 

SPECIFIED SEXUAL ACTIVITIES: 

1 1 ) Human genitals in a state of sexual stimulation or arousal ; 

( 2 ) Acts of human masturbation, sexual intercourse or sodomy , 

(3) Fondling or other erotic touching of human genitals, pubic region 
buttock or female breast. 

SPECIFIED ANATOMICAL AREAS : 

(1) Less than completely and opaquely covered: (a) human genitals 
public region ; ( b) buttock, and (c) female breast below a point immediately 
above the top of the areola ; 

(2) Human male genitals in a discernibly turgid state, even if completely 
and opaguely covered. 

SECTION 12: No person or licensee who shall sponsor, operate, maintain 
conduct or promote live entertainment shall allow or permit any person or 
persons engaged in performing any live act to also engage in the serving of 
food and-or beverages to patrons or members of the audience. 

SECTION 13 . No person or licensee shall allow or permit any other person 
to serve food and-or beverages to patrons unless the specified anatomical 
areas, as defined in Section 11 above, of such other person are completely 
and opaquely covered. 

SECTION 14 No person or licensee who shall sponsor, operate, maintain, 
conduct or promote live entertainment shall allow or permit any person or 
persons engaged in performing any live act to perform said act in or on any 
part of the premises except on a platform or stage having a diameter of not 
less than ten 1 10) feet and located a distance of not less than ten (10) feet 
from all patrons and members of the audience. 

SECTION 15 : The provisions of this ordinance shall be deemed to apply to 
persons who are sponsoring, operating, maintaining, conducting or 
promoting live entertainment at the time this ordinance takes effect as well 
as to, those w'ho propose to commence presenting live entertainment sub- 
sequent to the effective date of this ordinance All such persons who are 
presenting live entertainment as of the effective date of this ordinance shall 
make application for a license as provided in Section 3 herein within five (5) 
days after the effective date of this ordinance An applicant hereunder may 
continue presenting live entertainment until such time as he is notified that 
his application for license is denied but upon the receipt of such notice shall 
cease and desist from presenting live entertainment until and unless his 
application is later approved by the Township Board of the Township of 
Sumpter at a hearing pursuant to the provisions of Section 6 herein Failure 
to comply with this section shall result in automatic denial of a license and 
shall further subject the violator to other penalties hereinafter imposed by 
this ordinance. 

SECTION 16 : Any general or limited partner, officer or director of any 
partnership or corporation or any person who shall violate or allow or permit 
to he violated any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, shall be subject to a fine or not 
more than Five Hundred ($500 00) Dollars and-or be punished by im 
prisonment in the county jail for a period not to exceed ninety(90) days for 
each offense. 

SECTION 17 A separate offense shall be deemed committed upon each 
day during or when the violation occurs or continues. 

SECTION 18 Operating, sponsoring, maintaining, conducting or 
promoting live entertainment without a license is hereby declared to be a 
public nuisance per se, and shall be abated by order of any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction 

SECTION 19: This ordinance is hereby declared to have been adopted by

What's it all about? 

President Carter, last week, announced his plan to de-control 
the price of oil and impose an excess profits tax on the oil 
producing companies. 

This latest scheme to solve the country’s energy problems is 
doomed to failure, unless someone points out soon die inherent 
inconsistency in such an approach. 

What the president has said is that we will de-control the price 
of oil, thereby allowing the retail price of gasoline to rise to its 
natural level. But at the same time, the profits from those in- 
creasing prices will not be applied toward solving the nation’s 
energy problem. 

It appears to make little sense, but then, why should it. 

Government bureaucrats seem to have little, if any, touch with 
reality. 

Community Block Grants, CETA funds, Revenue sharing, all 
smack of the same thing. The Federal government’s absolute 
inability to allow local government to handle local problems. 

Rather, both federal and state government tax citizens beyond 
the necessary, in order to return some of those taxes to the 
communities in the form of grants or tax refunds. 

It is of course easy to understand government’s motives for 
operating this way. 

By holding the prospect of federal grants before the hungry 
local officials, Washington in effect, forces local communities to 
dance to their tune. 

Washington is able to use our tax funds to seduce our elected 
local officials to their will, and at the same time, create huge 
monuments to the principle of poor financial planning. 

Example: In the Wayne-Westland School District, Superin- 
tendent Timothy Dyer was lauded for landing a federal grant to 
construct the new Educational Service Center Complex. 

While that project certainly did bring more than $8 million new 
dollars into this area, after the workmen depart, it will be the 
residents of Wayne-Westland who will have to come up with the 
yearly $250,000 in operating costs. 

In Canton township, officials applied for a federal grant for the 
construction of a new township hall. They received the grant, the 
building was built, and now some concern has surfaced over 
whether that community can afford the yearly operating costs. 

In Romulus, a new courthouse was constructed with federal 
money. Whileitwasconceded that the old faciity was inadequate, 
the new one isn’t and its upkeep will fall on the shoulders of 
residents who had no opportunity to voice their opinion on the 
subject. 

Ultimately, federal grants accomplish more harm than good. 

Currently in the Wayne-Westland Schools district, six schools 
have recently been closed due to declining enrollment. Had no 
federal money (our tax monies removed from the community by 
the government) been available for the construction of the new 
EducationServiceComplex, it would not have been built Rather, 
those closed school buildings would have been utilized for that 
purpose. 

As it stands now, those closed buildings must be sold, and as 
anyonewhohasevertried to sell a school building knows, there is 
not much of a market for them.

hits lawmakers

State Representatives and State Senators from 
your area are finally beginning to work on the 
bill needed to implement the Tax Limitation 
Amendment which became part of the Michigan 
Constitution with a majority vote of the people 
last fall 

You and the citizens who expect the Tax 
Limitation Amendment to limit state govern- 
ment spending and to limit all 39 different kinds 
of taxes in Michigan including property taxes, 
had better keep an eye or. our elected officials in 
Lansing 

On April 4, the Michigan House of 
Representatives quietly passed a bill which, if 
passed by the Senate and signed by the Gover- 
nor, would gut the property tax portion of the 
Tax Limitation Amendment 

Despite the November vote of the people for 
tax limitation, the majority of the voting 
members of the House of Representatives voted 
for recovery of millage rollbacks of previous 
years, and higher property taxes for 
homeowners. This violates the Tax Limitation 
Amendment provision stipulating that all future 
property tax increases be limited to the increase 
in the cost of living as defined by the Consumer 
Price Index of the U S. Department of Labor (7.7 
percent in 1978). 

The people of Michigan have voted for a limit 
on all state and local taxes, including property 
taxes. Your newspaper and your readers should 


not let your elected representatives in Lansing 
get away with trying to sneak around us with 
confusing bills intended to continue skyrocketing 
property tax increases on homeowners 
Enclosed is a record copy of how- the 110 State 
Representatives voted on the Van Singel 
Amendment to the Montgomery Bill (HB 4276). 
Rep Bobby Crim took c redit for breaking the tie 
and defeating the Van Singel Amendment by a 
vote of 51 to 50. Several Representatives decided 
to “take a walk” and not vote 
The Van Singel Amendment would have 
partially corrected the Montgomery Bill by 
implementing the language of the Tax 
Limitation Amendment and requiring a vote of 
the people whenever a local government wants 
to increase property taxes by more than the 
Consumer Price Index as stipulated in the Tax 
Limitation Amendment to the Michigan Con- 
stitution 

We believe the State Representatives listed as 
voting against (or not voting at all) should be 
contacted by your newspaper and your readers 
and asked to explain why they are avoiding their 
duty to fairly implement the Tax Limitation 
Amendment 

Important coverage of this attempted sleight 
of hand in the form of still higher, yet con- 
stitutionally prohibited property tax increases 
has been unfortunately absent 
And while you are urging your readers to 
contact your State Representatives, will you 


please ask them to contact their State Senators 
as well State Senators should be made aware 
that their colleagues on the House side did not 
get away with their loophole attempt without 
taxpayer alarm State Senators should be en- 
couraged to vote NO on Montgomery’s HB 4276 
and YES on Senator Corbins SB 202 with one 
amendment 

The Tax Limitation Amendment requires a 
rollback in any proposed 1979 property tax in- 
creases to not more than the 7.7 percent increase 
in the Consumer Price Index The limit for 
property tax increases in 1979 is 7 7 percent. An 
amendment to Senator Corbin s Senate Bill 202 
should contain that limitation 
When that is included, we should urge our 
State Senators to vote for SB 202 and our State 
Representatives to. in turn, vote for SB 202 when 
it arrives in the House. 

SB 202 as amended will end the delay in im- 
plementing the Tax Limitation Amendment 
The fight for tax limitation in Michigan is not 
over. It should be. but it’s not As long as there 
are special interest groups such as the Michigan 
Education Association still influencing the votes 
of our legislature on the implementation of the 
Tax Limitation Amendment, we must fight on. 

As both a taxpayer and as a concerned citizen, 
1 urge you and your readers to rejoin the fight for 
tax limitation in Michigan and send another 
message to Lansing.

Legislature eyes consumer law

A special House Committee will be created to 
investigate the reasons why consumers are not 
taking advantage of Michigan’s generic drug 
substitution law and cheating themselves out of a 
potential $18-20 million a year 
Thespecial committee will study the results of 
a survey conducted at W r ayne State University 
that showed that only 2 8 percent of ap- 
proximately 15 million new prescriptions were 
filled with the lowest cost generic equivalent 
drugs 

In passing this legislation in 1974, the 
legislature had high hopes that the law would 
provide savings to consumers, but the savings 
we projected have not materialized 
The study was conducted over several years 
The results showed that 52 percent of all 
prescriptions written could be filled generically 
— in other words, there are two or more products 
available for Ihe same prescription 
In one year, that works out to roughly 15 
million prescriptions out of 30 million new 
prescriptions written 

Of that 15 million prescriptions, 20 percent 
were written generically by the doctors, but 
pharmacists tend to use medium priced drugs 
rather than the cheapest generic equivalent 
available on those prescriptions 
Of the remaining prescriptions, only 2.8 per- 
cent were filled with the lowest cost drugs That 
means that consumers only saved $300,000 on 
prescriptions instead of a potential $18-20 
million 


Prescriptions using lower cost generic drugs 
save consumers an average of 21-23 percent a 
prescription 

The study indicates a number of reasons for 
the low number of generic prescriptions 
Theodore Goldberg, who conducted the survey, 
speculates that inertia and lack of financial 
incentive are the major causes 

The problem is not blamed on doctors The law 
allows physicians to specify that a prescription 
must be filled as ordered, but only about 4 per- 
cent of all prescriptions are written that way 

Recommended solutions could include giving 
pharmacists a percentage of the savings, 
making it mandatory that generic substitutes be 
used or improving consumer education on 
generic drugs 

Major legislation doubling the bonding limit 
for the Michigan Housing Development 
Authority to $18 million was approved by the 
House. 

The measure a Hows the authority to make new 
loans totalling $900 million, thereby doubling its 
debt limit to $1.8 million The current limit of 
$900 million is all obligated 

The proposal also eliminates income 
restrictions to allow the authority to make 
housing loans to upper income people It permits 
loans “without regard to income" to people in 
distressed areas Such distressed areas have to 
be cities of 10,000 or more and must have been 
declared blighted areas by the local governing 
board 

The bill a Iso requires that at least 15 percent of 


those loans in blighted areas be to people who get 
either federal or state income assistance No 
more than 5 percent of all the authority’s out- 
standing notes can go for the loans for housing 
programs open to all income levels 
By lifting restrictions on income supporters 
hope that more middle and upper income will 
move into decayed urban areas. Supporters also 
conceded, however, that most loans will still go 
for lower income people and low income housing 
projects 

The bill puts a June 30, 1984 deadline on the 
housing authority issuing loans and bonds and 
also requires Ihe a uthonty to submit a report on 
the impact the hill has had 
A bill to ensure that a person unemployed 
suddenly after a long illness or disability could 
still get unemployment benefits by preserving 
the necessary credit weeks already earned 
Under the current law a person cannot receive 
unemployment benefits unless he or she had 
worked at least 14 weeks over the previous year 
However, in some cases, individuals have been 
sick or disabled for more than a year, then laid 
off or fired before they can work another 14 
weeks to he eligible for unemployment relief 
For individuals in these situations, the bill 
would require that credit weeks be maintained 
as if there was no disability or illness 
To apply, the disabled person would have to 
notify the Michigan Employment Security 
Commission within 45 days after the disability* 
begins. Such applications would also require a 
physician’s statement

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Government logic 

boggles the mind

It’s enough to make us superstitious 

After Proposition 13 helped articulate 
the public’s desire for a slow down in 
government spending and power, the 
Carter Administration decided to create 
the thirteenth cabinet-level department. 

This idea is to be called the Department 
of Education, and will consolidate various 
government educational programs into a 
new federal giant, larger than Com- 
merce, HUD, Interior, Justice or State, 
with a first year budget of $14.5 billion, and 
an estimated work force of 15, GOO. 

Of course, these figures are just for 
starters. 

If precedence in government spending 
and employment is any indication, DOE 
(like everything else, it already has an 
acronym) will grow and grow. And 
government growth is not exactly what 
large numbers of Americans today have in 
mind. 

There also are precedents for efficiency. 
Especially when huge, consolidated 
federal programs and budgets are in- 
volved. 

Precedents notwithstanding, DOE’s 
proponents argue the desirability of 
channelling all federal education 
programs into a large mainstream — 
efficient and responsive to state and local 


jurisdictions. This is supposed to make 
federal interests more visible and give 
American education a direct, single line to 
the White House. 

But as The Washington Post said in a 
recent editorial, “never underestimate the 
power of a bad idea to generate bad 
arguments,” such as Vice President 
Walter Mondale’s lament that the United 
States “is the only major industrial 
democracy in the world that does not have 
a department or a ministry of education.” 

But do we need or really want one? 
Education is already a giant industry — 
American’s largest. To throw out a few 
figures: enrollment in educational in- 
stitutions at all levels, public and non- 
public, reached 60,726,000 in 1978 — about 
27 percent of the population, and employed 

5.2 million people; in 1£75, money for 
education topped defense spending — 7.9 
percent of the Gross National Product, 
compared to 5.5 percent for defense; 
expenditures for education have in- 
creased 132 percent since 1949, again 
compared with defense, which increased 

2.2 percent in the same time period. In 
addition to employment, man power, and 
money, the education industry is 
represented by a strong national lobby. 


No one is seriously arguing American 
education needs no improvement. It does. 
In spite of money, resources, and com- 
mitments, on national and local levels, test 
scores and enrollments are declining, and 
costs and headaches soaring. Educational 
issues score direct hits at home and often 
cause nation-wide controversy, ranging 
from court-ordered busing to curriculum 
to parental rights over the education of 
their children. 

The argument is over who solves the 
problem. In other words, who sits on the 
school board. Or, to put it another way, 
where does the school board sit? At home 
or in Washington? This issue is central to 
the question of establishing a Department 
of Education. DOE’s opponents are 
wondering just how far the federal 
government can and will reach down into 
the local levels. The arm may be a long 
one. 

And, like the bureaucracy often does, it 
will likely reach deep into the pockets of 
the American people while at the same 
time helping to destroy still another of 
their personal freedoms — freedom of 
choice in education.

Ruark is unique because he is 
JP|S a straight “A” student, and how 
many students in Western 
m \y a yne County, or the state for 
that matter, are straight “A” 
students?

Of ill infants 


'Grads' help 


Patients parent therapy, an in- 
novation in care at the University of 
Michigan’s Holden prenatal In- 
tensive Care Nurseries, is helping 
couples deal with the emotional 
stress of having a critically ill infant 
in the hospital. 

This new dimension involves not 
medical or professional care but 
rather a person-to-person com- 
munication with parents trying to 
cope with the trauma of having 
birthed a premature or sickly baby 
or, perhaps, one not expected to live. 

Under the direction and giidance 
of Holden’s staff, contact is made 
with these parents of patients by a 
group of Holden “graduate” parents 
who have themselves experienced 
similar trauma 

The “graduate” parents talk to 
and offer support to new parents 
who have babies at Holden. 
Residents of southern Michigan 
communities, they contact parents 
from, or near, their own city and 
travel, as well, to the hospital to aid 
them. 

Visiting parents share the 
frustrations, anxieties and grief they 
themselves ecperienced. They share 
the methods of coping that they 
found useful to them. 

The volunteers help the new 
parents in many other ways as well. 
They may arrange transportation to 
Ann Arbor, help with questions on 
breast feeding, call relatives. 

They do whatever will somehow 
make the new parents feel that there 


is someone out there who cares 
enough to help them through a most 
trying period 

In the case of parents with a 
premature baby, part of that reality 
is the prospect of extended 
separation from their new child 

The care of their child must 
necessarily be in the hands of 
Holden’s staff for periods of up to 80 
days or more According to Dr 
Dietrich Roloff, co-director of 
Holden, separations of this length 
can generate unexpected feelings in 
parents, feelings ranging from high- 
level anxiety to debilitating disin- 
terest. 

Currently, the parents’ group is 
working together to develop its 
person-to-person expertise with new 
parents who must accept the reality 
of caring for an acutely ill infant or, 
in some cases, the loss of their 
newborn. 

The volunteer parent group was 
organized more than a year ago 
under the guidance of Dr Roloff and 
Kathleen Fletcher, a doctoral 
candidate in special education. 
Although the visiting parents are 
technically registered as members 
of the regular Hospital Volunteers, 
they are a distinct and special unit 
because of their personal experience 
and unusual role 

Ms Fletcher explained that the 
group took shape after many 
parents she interviewed during her 
doctoral research told her their 
ordeal would have been easier if 
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parents cope with trauma 


they could have talked to somene 
who had been through the same 
experience. 

Some who expressed this sen- 
timent are among the first members 
of the current group Representing 
persons from all walks of life, the 
group has grown from five to 11 sets 
of parents. Very often fathers will 
visit with new fathers, attend 
meetings or babysit while their 
wives are w’ith new mothers or at 
meetings 

Once a month the visiting parent 
group meets at University Hospital, 
coming from such distances as 
Jackson, Adrian, Tecumseh, 
Monroe, Howell, Wayne, as well as 
from Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti They 
meet to discuss their contacts with 
new parents. The irformation they 
exchange helps to expand each 
member’s contact skill with anxious 
parents. 

“The sessions are not structured, 
nor do we want them to be,” Dr. 
Roloff said. “There are 
professionals among our visiting 
parents, but they talk with the new 
parents as parents and not as 
professionals There is a sincerity in 
their spontaneous approach, a 
quality we would not want to alter 
with programmed instruction 

“The common denominator here 
is that these parents care, and they 
havefoundways to deal with a crisis 
which they are eager to pass on to 
others.” 

Holden is one of 17 regional cen- 
ters in Michigan for premature and 
sick babies. It is unique among these 
not only for its inventory of ad- 
vanced equipment but for the 
specialist it can call on insuch areas 
as infant heart surgery, pulmonary 
ailments, blood diseases, andthe 
like. 

“The circle of care is complete.” 
Dr. Roloff said, “with the support 
system our visiting parents offer 
Holden parents. You cannot buy or 
train for the kind of need this 
dedicated group fulfills.”

Daily treatment counts 
for well-groomed nails 


The surest way to better-locking 
nails is to invest a few seconds a day 
in conditioning the cuticle, the area 
that is so important to new nail 
formation. 

Of course, a weekly manicure is a 
must for keeping nails well- 
groomed, but a manicure is 
basically maintenance, according to 
one cosmetics mamfacturer, who 
added that “good daily treatment is 
what counts”. 

Nail growth is a slow process. The 
nail replaces itself completely only 
once every six months Good con- 
ditioning on the cutide, the area 
most important to growth and most 
in need of protection, where the new 
nail is most vulnera ble. 

Cuticle creams are important in 
that they help keep nails flexible, 
pliable and discourage peeling, 
breaking and splitting They also 
help prevent hangnails and soften 
the cuticle by holding moisture 

“Remember, a good manicure 
completes the nail care that begins 
with daily cutide conditioning,’* the 
manufacturer said. “A few seconds 
every day, a few minutes once a 
week nail treatment and 

maintenance should be a part of 
every woman’s beauty routine.” 

Here are five steps to a beautiful 
manicure: 

O) Begin by removing old polish 
and shaping the nail with an emery 
board. Hold the board at a slight 
angle, under the edge of the nail and 
file in one direction only, from side 
to center. 

(2) Shaping cutides, the task most 
manicurists leave to soaking. TTiere 
are cutide removers that can be left 
on for from 7 to 10 minutes. During 
that time gently push back and 
shapecuticles and remove dry, dead 
cuticles with an orange stick. Wash 
with lukewarm, soapy water. The 
remaining cuticle is left smooth and 
moistureised, soft and easy to shape. 


strengthen the nail, before applying 
polish Next day, clean the nail 
surface completely and apply 
lacquer 

(4) It is impa-tant to apply three 
different types of nail lacquer in the 
proper sequence All lacquers 
contain two resins — one hard, one 
adherent — which in different 
proport ions gi ve each i ts ow n specia I 
properties. 

BASE COAT leaves a softer film 
than other formulas because it is 
more adherent, formulated for 
filling in nail ridges and “holding” 
the color of the next coat. In colored 


enamels the two resins are balan- 
ced. TOP COAT provides maximum 
hardness and gloss for protection. 

After the base coat, apply a 
lustrous nail lacquer in your favorite 
shade in two thin layers, rather than 
one thick coat for the truest color 
and smoothest finish Let the first 
coat dry to the touch before adding 
the second coat Then seal with a 
protective top coat to prevent 
chipping. 

Remember to allow 20 to 30 
minutes for the lacquers to dry 
completely.

The Garden Corner 


Nancy J. Butler, 
Washtenaw County 
Horticultural Assistant 
answers timely 

questions on vegetable 
gardening: 

Q: I put my leftover 
garden seeds in an old 
cupboard In the garage 
last summer and forgot 
about them until the 
seed catalogs came this 
year. They were out 
there all w inter. Is there 
a chance they’re still 
good? 

A: Freezing over a 
long period ussually 
kills most garden seeds. 
If you had a large 
quantity of bulk seed, 
some of the seeds 
toward the center of the 
package may have been 
sufficiently insulated by 
the others to survive, 
but it's unlikely. 

If you want to be sure, 
plant a few seeds in 
vermiculite, water, 
cover with plastic and 
set in a wrarm spot — not 
direct sun — and see if 
anything comes up 
Next year, store lef- 
tover seeds in a tightly 
closed container in a 
cool, dark spot indoors 

Q: What's special 
about a starter solution 
for vegetable tran- 
splants? 

A. Starter solutions 
are especially high in 
phosphorus, the nutrient 
most in demand when 
transplants are 


developing their root 
systems. 

Q: I’m growing my 
first vegetable garden 
this year, and I’m 
wondering if it matters 
how- 1 plant my seeds. Is 
there a right side up and 
upside down to them? 

A: You don’t need to 
worry about planting 
seeds upside down. 
Unlike bulbs, which 
need to be oriented with 
the root end down and 
the sprout end up, seeds 
will manage no matter 
which way is up. Just be 
sure not to plant them 
too deep. This is 
especially important 
w'hen you’re planting 
very small seeds in clay 
soil that tends to get 
hard and crusty on the 
top. The tiny seedlings 
may not be able to force 
their* way through the 
crust, if they’re planted 
too deep. 

Q: After pricing peat 
pellets and pots. I’m 
considering growing my 
transplants in flats and 
transplanting them 
from there into the 
garden. Am I likely to 
have problems? 

A: That will depend a 
lot on how closely the 
plants are spaced in the 
flats and how carefully 
you remove and tran- 
splant them. Any time 
you damage a plant’s 
root system, you disrupt 
its growth and push 
back the time it will

come into production 
Some plants — like 
tomatoes, peppers and 
members of the cab- 
bage family — are fairly 
resilient. 

Melons, cucumbers 
and squash, on the other 
hand, are very sensitive 


to disruptions of their 
roots. These plants 
should either be started 
in peat pots or pellets so 
they can be set, con- 
tainer rand all, into the 
garden, or seeded 
directly into the garden 
after the danger of frost.

Noguchi has described himself as 
a traditional sculptor who makes 
contemporary images. His elegant, 
simple sculptures in the exhibition 
include works in wood, stone, 
marble and bronze. A mong them are 
several "interlocking pieces” of the 
mid-1940s — the distinctive style 
that brought Noguchi prominence as 
a sculptor. Several later works, 
consisting of rock-like elements 
randomly placed in a manner 
reminiscent of Japanese gardens, 
reveal his interest in natural forms 
and show a direct relationship to his 
urban garden designs. 

Another sect ion of the exhibition is 
devoted to architectural and land- 
scape projects. Some of Noguchi’s 
best-known gardens — at the Chase 
Manhattan Bank in New York, at 
UNESCO headquarters in Paris and 
at the Israel Museum in Jerusalem 
— are included in photographic 
blowups. 

Several of Noguchi’s most am- 
bitious and visionary projects were 
never realized, but models of them 
are present — 1 1930s swimming pool 
of opulent design for Hollywood 
director Joseph von Sternberg; a 
1947 design for a massive earth 
sculpture of a human face (the nose 
alone would be a mile-high pyramid) 
to be constructed in a desert area, 
creating a "Sculpture to be seen 
from Mars.” 

Innovative stage sets, created for 
Martha Graham, George Balan- 
chine and Merce Cunningham form 
a third segment of the exhibition. 
The Graham Dance Company sets 
on view will be "Herodiade” (1944), 
"Cave of the Heart” (1946), 
"Judith” (1950) and “Phaedra” 
(1962). 

A major theatre set (1948) for 
Balanchine’s "Orpheus” also is 
featured. Noguchi’s designs for this 
production include costumes as well 
as masks and headdresses. A 20- 
minute color videotape of the 
Martha Graham Company dancing 
in Noguchi sets will be shown con- 
tinuously in the exhibition. 

Museum visitors are invited to 
enjoy tours of the Noguchi exhibition 
led by trained members of the 
museum’s Volunteer Committee. 
Tours will be offered twice daily 


Tuesday through Sunday at 11 a m. 
and 2 p.m. Meet at exhibition en- 
trance No charge other than 
exhibition admission 

General admission to the 
exhibition is $1.50; senior citizens 
and students with ID, $1. Founders 
Society members and children 
under 12 with adults are admitted 
free. The Detroit Institute of Arts is 
open to the public from 9:30 a m. to 
5:30 p.m. Tuesday through Sunday.

Now retired, Baker was for many 
years a founder and partner of one of 
the most successful law firms in 
Columbus, Ohio But his first love 
was jazz music along with his 
collection of records and films 

Baker was the picneer collector of 
jazz music films in the world. 
Through the 40s and 50s, he was the 
sole collector of films in this 
category worldwide Since that 
time, other collectors have risen to 
prominence.
